Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

As  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  a Memorandum 
to  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  1 have  the  honour  to  submit  toi  you 
my  Report  on  the  sanitary  state  of  the  District  under  your  super- 
vision during  the  year  1937. 

SECTION  A. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the  District. — The 

Rural  District  Area  is  51,380  acres,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
about  200  acres,  is  situated  on  the  South  Wales  Coalfield.  It 
represents  about  70  per  cent,  of  the  coalfield  in  the  County  of 
Carmarthen. 

Population. — The  population  at  the  last  Census  (April,  1931) 
was  37,260.  According  to  the  Registrar-General’s  Report,  the 
population  for  Mid.  1936  was  estimated  as  36,790,  and  for  Mid. 
1937  as  36,420,  and  this  last  figure  is  used  as  a basis  in  all  Tables, 
etc.,  in  this  Report.  (See  Table  VIII.) 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a reduction  of  370  persons  in 
the  population  for  1937  as  compared  with  1936,  and  a reduction 
of  846  persons  as  compared  with  the  Census  of  1931.

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We  are  still  awaiting  facilities  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
carry  out  a much  needed  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Trimsaran. 

The  conditions  at  Pontyberem  and  Cross  Hands  are  such  that 
they  constitute  a serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  if  there  is  nothing  done  in  the  near  future,  I am  afraid  we 
may  be  faced  with  a deadly  epidemic  of  water  carrying  diseases.

Scavenging. — A regular  and  systematic  method  of  Scavenging  is 
in  force  in  all  the  villages  throughout  the  district.  Even  small 
groups  of  houses,  comparatively  in  isolated  positions,  receive 

attention.  . 

The  method  adopted  for  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  oy 

“ controlled  tipping.” 

This  method  of  tipping  must  of  necessity  add  to  the  expense  of 
scavenging,  but  the  extra  cost  incurred  is  more  than  justified  oy 
the  improvements  effected  and  the  freedom  from  nuisance  arising 
in  consequence.  In  some  districts  considerable  difficulty  ip  ex- 
perienced in  obtaining  suitable  tipping  sites  and  those  in  positions 
that  will  be  easy  of  access,  free  from  Water  and  discreetly  situated. 

The  scavenging  is  not  carried  out  directly  by  the  Council. 
Annual  contracts  are  made  with  Eooal  Contractors-,  working  undei 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  Contractors, 
practically  in  all  cases,  are  accompanied  by  one  of  the  Council’s 
Sanitary  Roadmen,  who  keep  the  Inspectors  informed  of  any 
irregularities.  A special  cart  is  provided  for  the  removal  of  the 
contents  of  a small  number  of  privies  at  Hendv,  which  is  deposited 
in  isolated  places,  and  treated  with  earth  or  other  deodorizing 

material.  .

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

As  reported  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  high  average  stan- 
dard, both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  of  the  milk  produced  in 
the  district  is  well  maintained,  as  shown  by  the  periodical  samples 
taken  and  analysed  during  the  year  by  arrangement  with  the 
Llanelly  Corporation. 

One  case  of  tuberculous  milk  was  detected.  Prompt  measures 
were  taken  to  isolate  the  infected  cow,  which  was  eventually 
slaughtered. 

The  number  of  attested  herds  are  increasing  rapidly  in  the 

Countv.  On  December  31st,  1937,  there1  were  1,456  attested  herds 
* 

in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales,  of  these  England  had  416, 
Scotland  640,  and  Wales  396.  Of  the  latter  number,  243,  com- 
prising 6,897  of  attested  cattle  are  from  the  County  of  Carmarthen, 
so  the  result  of  the  Educational  Propaganda  carried  out  through- 
out the  country  for  the  last  few  years,  of  producing  clean  wholesome 
milk  for  the  community,  is  bearing  fruit,  and  the  appreciation  of 
all  this  is  shown  by  the  general  public  in  the  marked  increase  in 
the  consumption  of  fluid  milk  in  the  Kingdom,  and  which  is 
highly  beneficial  to  the  welfare  of  the  consumers  and  producers 
as  well.

The  Council  have  an  arrangements  with  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  and  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea,  for  the  examination  of 
specimens  of  Pathological  interest  and  Bacteriological  examination 
of  swabs  in  a case  of  suspected  Diphtheria  and  Widals  blood  test  in 
suspected  cases  of  Typhoid.  Swabs  and  Widal  tubes  are  supplied 
to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  District,  who  are  instructed  to 
send  specimens  immediately  a suspicious  case  of  these  diseases 
arises,  direct  to  the  Laboratory.  The  result  is  usually  obtained 
within  24  hours  by  wire  to  the  Practitioner  and  the  M.O.H. 
Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  gratuitously  to  all  Medical 
Practitioners  for  necessitous  cases  occurring  in  the  area.  A 
quantity  is  always  kept  in  stock  by  the  M’edical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Tests  known  as  the  Schick  and 
Dick  Tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively. 

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  Treatment  797  T.A.F.  Injections  were 
given  during  the  year. 

No  (a)  primary  vaccinations,  and  (b)  revaccinations  have  been 
performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public 
Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulation,  1917. 

Of  the  Non -notifiable  Acute  Infectious  Diseases,  six  deaths  from 
Influenza  were  registered  in  your  District  during  the  yeai,  as 
compared  with  one  during  the  previous  year.  It  is  impossible  to 
state  even  approximately  the  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  that 
has  occurred  during  the  year. 


Complete  co<-operation  is  being  maintained  with  the  School 
Medical  Officers  in  regard  to  any  outbreak  of  infections  diseases 
occurring  in  the  area. 

No  other  diseases,  such  as  Anthrax  or  Rabies,  were  reported. 
Facilities  are  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
verminous  persons  and  their  belongings  at  the  Workhouse 
Infirmary,  Llanelly.  Premises  are  disinfected  and  fumigated  by 

your  Sanitary  Officers  when  necessary. 

The  district  has  been  fairly  free  from  the  prevalence  of  any 
animal  or  insect  pests,  such  as  rats  or  mosquitoes. 

Table  No.  IV.  shows  the  particulars  of  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  area  during  the  year  1937. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. — No  action  taken. 

Table  No.  V.  shows  the  particulars  of  new  cases  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  and  Tuberculosis  and  of  all  deaths  from  the  diseases 
in  the  area  during  1937. 

The  ratio  of  non-notifiable  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuber- 
culosis deaths  is  approximately  32  per  cent.,  according  L>  the 
records  of  the  year  1937.  Some  of  these  were  discovered  on  Post- 
Mortems,  others  were  acute  cases.  No  action  has  been  taken  to 
enforce  the  Tuberculosis  Notification  Order.
